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STATE BANKS’ REPORT

Georgia are rapidly swinging back | 


to normal is shown by the annual 


report for the calendar year 1922 
just issued by the state superinten- 
dent of banking, T. R. Bennett. 

This report covers only the state 
banks. and trust companies char- 
tered and operating under the state 
laws, of which there are 599 all 
told. The same relative ratios, how- 
ever, are shown by the national 
banks, hence the conclusions reach- 
ed from the state banking depart- 
ment’s figures may be accepted as 
unmistakable. 

First, of peculiar significance, is 
the statement that the total assets 
of the state banks, as of the date of 
December 29, 1922, amounted to 
$280,521,575.71, which total was 
increased during the readjustment 
period around January 1 to $300,- 
000,000. 

These figures are healthy without 
comparisons, but when it is known 
that these assets show an increase 
of $64,000,000—which is on a pro 
rata basis more than $100,000 a 
bank—over the low mark in 1920, 
when agricultural interests touched 
bottom following the practical clos- 


dency. toward sane economy. "That 


does not mean penury; but it does 


mean investments instead of specu- 
lations.

Charles F. Cramer, until recently | 


chief counsel for the Veterans’ bu- 
reau, accentuates interest in the 
many charges against the adminis- 
tration of the bureau during the 
past two years, and in the senate 
investigation which is now just be- 
ginning. 

Mr. Cramer had. charge of all 
legal matters pertaining to hospital 
contracts, which form one of the 
principal allegations of irregularity 
in bureau affairs. 

Whatever may have been the mo- 
tive for taking his own life it is only 
charitable to assume that the nerv- 
ous strain incident to recent criti- 
cisms was primarily responsible. 

This department of the govern- 
ment has been under fire almost 
continuously since it began to get in 
full swing shortly after the demobili- 
zation of troops, but the criticisms 
have not been so severe as within 
the past few months. 

One of the great troubles has 
been the influence of politics in the 
internal workings of the depart- 
ment. 

With a completély new and un- 
tried organization § involving e 
assembling of a personnel of man 
thousands of people, politicians used 
it as a dumping ground not only 
for the payment of major and petty 
political debts, but unfortunately in 
the pressing of priorities, claims, 
hospital locations, supply contracts, 
and so on.

Wasbington, March 15.—Prelimi- 
nary plans for the annual training of 
the regular army, organized reserves,

The program limits the number of 
civilians who may enter citizens’ mili- 
| tary camps in proportion to the ap- 
| cropriations available and authorizes 
/corps area commanders to determine 
i 


the location of camps in their re- 
spective commands. 

In the first corps area it is esti- 
mated that 3,000 candidates can be 
accommodated ; the second, third, fifth 
and sixth aregs are allowed 3,600 can- 
didates each; the fourth, 3,445; sev- 
enth, 3,750; eighth, 3,041, and the 
ninth, 2,535. These camps will he 
extended over a 30-day training pe- 
| riod, 
| Available funds, the department 
| said, should permit between 900 and 
050 officers of the organized reserves 
|to undergo 15 days’ instruction 
each of the nine corps areas. The 
‘courses will be of six weeks’ duration 
cnd will commence June 14. 

National guard units will be as- 
sembled by regiments for 15 days’ in- 
struction courses under general regu- 
Iations already issued by the military 
bureau to the various states conr 
manders. State authorities will de 
termine the dates. 

“The summer work of the regular 
army,” the announcement said, “w'!! 
be directed largely for the purpose 
of guiding and facilitating the train- 
ing of the other elements, the na- 
tional guard and the organized re- 
serves of the army of the United 
States. In all of the summer train- 
ing, efforts will be made to direct the 
work so as to be of greatest peace- 
time benefit to individuals and com- 
munities.”
